Study: Men who post 
a lot of selfies may have 
psychopathic traits

Posting selfies on social media actually may 
expose some antisocial characteristics, ac- 
cording to recent research. 

A December study from Ohio State Uni- 
versity concluded that men who frequently 
post and edit photos of themselves on social 
media also tested higher in behaviors of nar- 
cissism, psychopathy and self-objectification. 

Professor Jesse Fox said the research, co- 
written with graduate student Margaret 
Rooney, was the first to scientifically examine 
the relationship between certain personality 
traits and posting selfies on social media. 


“We are all concerned with our self-pre- 
sentation online, but how we do that may 
reveal something about our personality,” said 
Fox, who teaches in the university’s School of 
Communication. 

The researchers focused on what is known 
as the Dark Triad of personalities: narcissists, 
those who are egocentric and believe they are 
better than others; Machiavellians, those who 
are cynical, selfish and manipulative; and psy- 
chopaths, those who lack empathy and disre- 
gard how their behavior affects others. They 
also evaluated self-objectification, or the pro- 
cess of valuing one’s appearance over all other 
characteristics. 

The researchers theorized that all of these 
traits would be particularly prevalent on so- 
cial media, where some people try to carefully 
craft an image, according to the study. 


T’S ALL ABOUT MY FACE 


The authors analyzed 800 men between 
18 and 40 years old, according to the study. 
The men answered questions about their 
physical features and evaluated how much 
certain behaviors described them, such as 
how much they want others to pay attention 
to them and how much they thought about 
the integrity of their actions. 

The subjects also noted how much time 
they spent each day on social media, how 
many selfies they usually posted and how 
often they edited their selfies to make them 
look better, according to the study. 

The research concluded that narcissistic 
and psychopathic traits correlated with men 
who posted more selfies, while narcissism and 
self-objectification peaked in men who more 
frequently edited their photos. 

Fox said posting but not editing photos

suggests more impulsive behavior, which 
aligns with psychopathy, while editing and 
perfecting one’s image is more characteristic 
of self-objectification. 

“Definitively, self-objectifying individuals 
prioritize their appearance and thus it makes 
sense that they would take the time to culti- 
vate that appearance before selectively self- 
presenting it to the network,” according to 
the study. 

None of the findings necessarily mean that 
selfie lovers indeed suffer from personality 
disorders, rather that they may have above- 
average levels of certain traits. 

“Everyone has a little narcissism, a little of 
psychopathic tendencies in them,” Fox said. 

The study, which did not evaluate women, 
was published in the journal Personality and 
Individual Differences.

Last year at least 924 people died in vehicle- 
related crashes across the state, down from 
991 in 2013, according to preliminary II- 
linois Department of Transportation data. 

The data includes fatalities in vehicle, 
vehicle-pedestrian and vehicle-cyclist 
collisions. 

In Cook County, which includes Chica- 
go, the state recorded 233 fatalities in 2014, 
down from 250 in 2013 and 270 in 2012. 

The 2014 statistics may change in the 
coming days and months as the state re- 
ceives and calculates more data from the 
county, according to a department spokes- 
man, but generally the numbers aren’t ex- 
pected to climb significantly. 

A statewide tally for all crashes—fatal 
and non-fatal—for 2014 wasn’t available. 
But in tary, the mumber of wrecks in the 
state increased by aleur 4 percent, ace 
cording co the Tribune, possibly because ot 
lower wasnline prices and a pust-recession 
uprick in devi ng. overall, 

Last year's qoc-plus fatalities represent a 
dramatic decrease Goma decade age, when 
the state surpassed apex coodh-related fa- 
talities a year, according TOOT records.

The analysis found 
70 percent of the Cook County im- 
migrants without proper documents 
were born in Mexico, four percent in 
Poland, three percent in India, three

Al-Qaida takes credit 
for Charlie Hebdo hit 


IRBIL, Iraq The top spokesman for the Yemen 
branch of al-Qaida publicly took credit Wednes- 
day for the bloody attack on French newspaper 
Charlie Hebdo, confirming a statement that had 
been emailed to reporters last week. 

But the 11-minute video provided no hard evi- 
dence for its claims, including that the operation 
had been arranged by the American cleric Anwar 
al-Awlaki directly with the two brothers who car- 
ried it out before al-Awlaki was killed by a US. 
drone strike in 2011. 

The video includes frames showing al-Awlaki 
but none of him with the brothers, Said and Cher- 
if Kouachi. 

Nasr al-Ansi, who frequently makes statements 
for al-Qaida in the Arabian Peninsula, said the at- 
tack had been ordered by Ayman al-Zawahiri, the 
successor to Osama bin Laden.

Readers seem thirsty as ever for vampire tales, and 
Seth Grahame-Smith is more than happy to inject 
some new blood into the genre. 

“The Last American Vampire” is the latest novel 
from the 39-year-old author (“Pride and Prejudice 
and Zombies”) and screenwriter (“Dark Shad- 
ows”). It’s a follow-up to “Abraham Lincoln: Vam- 
pire Hunter,” which Grahame-Smith penned in 
2010, then adapted for the big screen in 2012. 

In November, the Hollywood Reporter named 
him the 16th-most powerful author in Hollywood. 
He’s currently writing the screenplay for “Beetle- 
juice 2,” working on two upcoming “Lego” movies 
and helping to write next month’s Oscars show. 

By phone Tuesday, Grahame-Smith talked about 
putting vampires in space, jumping into the direc- 
tor’s chair and why he'll never act again. Below are 
excerpts of the interview. 


LATIMES FILE 


On when readers will have their fill of vampire 
stories: Frankly, I’m surprised they haven't already. 
... [But] there’s kind of an unbroken chain of 
fascination through books and movies and films 
for the last 120 years with vampires, and they don’t 
seem to be going away. 


On something that was cut from the book: Ini- 
tially I was fascinated with [laughs] the idea that 
maybe vampires were the ultimate test pilots or 
astronauts [in the 1960s]. That was an interesting 
idea that ultimately was too much of a left turn for 
the narrative. 


On how he became an author and screenwriter: 
[My stepfather] was primarily interested in 
genre—sci-fi, fantasy, horror—and so I got intro- 
duced ... to things like Dean Koontz and Stephen 
King, but also the more classic kind like Isaac 
Asimoy, Ray Bradbury. ... We were a very book- 
friendly household, and reading was just kind of a 
thing that you did. It was unquestioned. ... For me, 
though, my fascination with the movies was the 
stronger pull. 


On “Beetlejuice 2” and the “Lego” movies: [Tim 
Burton] could ask me to write anything and I 
would jump at the chance. ... [And] I loved the 
first [“Lego”] movie, and {directors} Phil Lord 
and Chris Miller ... they’re just great guys and 
exceptionally smart and funny and I have a lot to 
learn from them. 


On directing the upcoming remake of “Some- 
thing Wicked this Way Comes”: [I] sort of ques- 
tioned whether or not it was the right time, [but] 
it was the right story. No book affected me more
